(c) Should any conlracl conlain a renewal clause, then at Ihe time of renewal adjustments there shall be stipulations
conlained in that contract for applying the Wage Determination, so Ihat the Wage Delermination promulgated by the
U.S Department of Labor on a dale most recent to the renewal date shall apply. 5 GCA ~ 5801
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(d) In addition to the Wage Detennination detailed above, health and similar benefits for employees having a
minimum value as detailed in the Wage Determination issued and promulgated by the U.S. Department of Labor shall
apply. Contractor shall pay a minimum often (10) paid holidays per annum per employee. 5 GCA * 5802

Any violation of Contractor or its subcontractors obligations of this scction shall be investigated by the Guam
Department of Labor and may include a monetary penalty assessment by the Guam Department of Labor of no less
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) per day, and no more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) per day, until such
time as a violation has been corrccted, as well as the payment of all back wages and benefits due. 5 GCA * 5803

(I) In addition to any and all other breach of contract 'actions the Govcrnment of Guam may have under this
procurement, in the event there is a violation in tbe process set forth in subsection (e) above, Contractor may be
placed on probationary status by the Chief Procurement Officer of the General Service Agency, or its successor, for a
period of one (I) year.

During the probationary status, a Contractor shall not be awarded any contract by any instrumentality of the
Govemment of Guam. A Contractor who has been placed on probationary status, or has been assessed a monetary
penalty pursuant to 5 G.C.A. Article 13 Title 5 may appeal such penalty or probationary status to the Superior Court
of Guam.

(h) The applicable USDOL Wage Determination Rate Revision (as defined by subsections (b) and (c)) is to this
Agreement. Contractor agrees to provide upon written request by the Govemment of Guam written certification of its
compliance with its obligations as part of each invoice, along with the names of any employees, their positions, and
detailed wage and benefits paid in keeping with this section. Addi.tionally upon request by Govemment of Guam the
Contractor shall submit source docu'ments as to those'individuals provide direct services in part or whole under this
Agreement and its payments to them of such wages' and benefits. .

16. Ethical Standards:
With respect to this procurement and any other contract that the Contractor may have, or wish to enter into, with any
govemment of Guam agency, the Coillractor represents thaLit has not knowingly influenced, and promises that it
will not knowingly influence, any govemment employee to breach any of the ethical standards set forth in the Guam
Procurement Law and in any of the Guam.Procurement Regulations.' .

Contractor warrants that if any person providing services on behalf of Contractor is convicted of a sex offense under
the provisions of Chapter 25 of Title 9 GCA, or an offense as defined in Article 2 of Chapter 28, Title 9 GCA, or an
offense in another jurisdiction with, at a minimum, the same elements as such offenses, or who is listed on the Sex
Offender Registry, that such person will be immcdiately removed from working at said agency and that the
administrator of said agency be infonned of such within twenty-four (24) hours of such conviction. Any contactor
found in violation of this section, after notice from the Goverrunent of Guam, after notice from the contracting
authority of such violation, shall within twenty-four (24) hours, take corrective action and shall report such action to
the contracting authority. Failure to take corrective action with the stipulated period may result in the temporary
suspension of the contract at the discretion of the Govemment of Guam.
